LINCOLN 
ARE INDICTED 


HOWEY, DUNN AND SCHAAF ABE 


FACING CHARGES. 


Sohaaf Accused of Using Mails to 


Defraud—A. G. Hebb, Lloyd Win- 


ihip, Elmer Hammond and 


W. S. Jones Named. 


Loyal B. Howey and Lee J. Dunn,- 


former officers of the City National 
bank, were indicted by a federal jury* 
Wedesday evening on charges of mis- 
applying funds of the bank with in- 
tent to injure and defraud it. Arthur 
G. Hebb, Lloyd Winshlp, Elmer C. 
Hammond and W. S. Jones, once offi- 
cials of the defunct Nebraska Aircraft 
Corporation, are named in the indict- 
ment aa having aided and abetted the 
alleged conspiracy. 


The bank sustained 
heavy" losses 


thru these transactions, but these have 
been made good by the directors and 
by property turned over by the two of- 
ficials. Mr. Howey and Mr. Dunn lost 
control of the bank more than a year 
ago. The present officers say that the 
impaired capital has been restored and 
two dividends have been paid covering 
the year 1922. 


The rerdict of the Jury sets forth 


that between January 1.1919, and De- 
cember 31, 1921, Mr. Howey and Mr. 
Dunn were officers, directors and 
agents of the City National bank of 
Lincoln, a member of -the federal re- 
serve bank of Kansas City. On six 
dates in October, and November of 
1920, It IB alleged, these two bank of- 
ficials paid to the Nebraska Aircraft 
Corporation various large sums of 
money, either in payment of checks or 
as loans secured by notes, altho they 
knew the company had large over- 
drafts in the-bank and was deeply in- 
debted to It besides, the indebtedness 
approximating $260,000. 


The first overt act cited as being 


In furtherance of the alleged conspir- 
acy was the payment to the aircraft 
company of $4,106.01 for a check 
eigned by the Nebraska, Aircraft Cor- 
poration, which the jurors say was not 
'entitled to the money because it had 
no funds in the bank, but instead an 
overdraft of $3,116.50, and was other- 
wise indebted to the extent of $100,- 
000 and more, and unable to pay its 
debts. The'money paid on this check 
was a total IOM to the bank, it 
charged, and Mr. Howey and Mr. Dunn 
knew it to be so. 


On October 29, when the overdraft 


had mounted to $8,243.70 and the $100,- 
000 waa still owing, the bank officials' 
are charged with having cashed a 
check for $4,151.60 for the aircraft 
company, and on November 1 and 2, 
with large overdrafts still existing, 
checks were cashed for $2,360.79 and 
$1,057.03. 


On October 30, it Is charged, Mr. 


Dunn and. Mr. Howey loaned the air- 
craft company $5,000 on a note eigned 
by "The Nebraska Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, by W. S. Jones, V. P," made 
payable to "ourselves" at the City 
National bank, and' ostensibly en- 
dorsed by W. S. Jones, E. C. Ham- 
mond and A. G. Hebb. As a matter 
of fact, it waa not well secured, the 
indictment recites, as al} parties con- 
cerned knew that the corporation and 
its officers owed the bank $250,000, 
which they could not pay. 


On November 6, U is charged, the 


bank paid out $9,798 on two similar 
notes for 15.000 each, ostensibly en- 
dorsed by Mr. Jones and Mr. Ham- 
mond. 


The seventh count In the indictment 
charges all six of the-men named witb 
conspiring to violate a federal statute 
by misapplying more than $250,000 of 
the bank's funds thru transactions 
witb the Nebraska Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, the Hebb Motors company, the 
Sheridan Park Investment company 
and the Standard Securities Corpora- 
tion. They are said to have obtained 
loans for these firms, created over- 
drafts for them, and prepared letters 
and telegrams. Issued checks and ex- 
ecuted notes in furtherance of these 
transactions. 


It is specifically cited that on Sep- 


tember 4. 1920. Mr. Howey added to 
the assets of the City National bank 
164,000 worth of T per cent one year 
debenture bonds issued by the Stan- 
dard SecwiUw Corporation; that on 
three dates in 1920 Mr. Howey and 
Mr. Dunn put into the bank's assets 
two $7.000 notes and one for $3,500 
issued by tbe Sbuidan Park Invest- 
ment company; and that on April 6 
they caused a resolution to be adopt- 
ed at a meeting of bank directors, au- 
thorizing them as president and vice 
president of the City National bank 
to borrow from the Continental and 
Commercial National bank of Chicago 
sums up to 1500,000 on such securi- 
ties as they should see flt. in addition 
to any sums autnorized to be bor- 
rowed upon direct obligations of the 
bank. All of these things, the indict- 
ment says, were in violation of Sec- 
tion 5209. revised statutes of the 
United States. 


When these transactions first came 


to light, a year or more ago, the di- 
rectors at one* took over the man- 
agement of the bank, and its losses 
were made good. Mr. Howey went to 
New York to promote an automobile 
title plan designed to cat down traf- 
fic in stolen can and so reduce auto- 
mobile insurance rates. A few months 
ago Mr. Howey was expecting to re- 
move his office to Cleveland, to be 
nearer the center of the automobile 
industry. 
Mr, Dunn and Mr. Bower slimed over 


to the bank's director* property and 
securities in the effort to make good 
the bank's losses and this property 
has been administered in the interest 
of the bank. 


Mr. Dnnn was cashier of the bank 


when the W. T. Anld interest was pur- 
chased by L. B. Howey of Beatrice, 
aad remained in the bank with the 
Howey management. Mr. Dunn fas<3 
oeea successful and was regarded as 
oae of the city's most solid trosln*«s 
mea. He served tiro terms on the city 
council and did much in the devel 
opulent of th« city's par); system. 113s 
•executive ability was highly apprecia- 
ted by his fellow conwilincn acd his 
bttsi&ess Associates.

Mann and'Peray Hall, two of the de- 
fendants, in\ the "duath march" thru 
the streets of Herrin June 22, received 
the first letter. 


It Vy-as left on the front porch of his 


home. Beside it was a heavy rope four 
feet long and an inch in circumfer- 
ence. The rope was tied in a slipknot. 


"I heard your testimony in the court 


house," the letter said. "Unless you 
go back there and testify you 
lied, 


look out for your life. We don't need 
any damned 
like you in Herrin." 


Letters Similar. 


"The 
other letters were similar," C. 


W. Middlekuff, assistant attorney gen- 
eral, declared. "The substance of all of 
them was to warn the witnesses that 
if they did not go before the jury and 
say they lied they would be killed or 
their homes bl&wn up." 


The letter was scribbled in pencil 


and badly misspelled. There was no 
signature. A large drawing, of a skull 
and cross bones was inscribed at the 
bottom of the page.

"My husband is insulted 
on the streets and his business has 
dropped off to practically nothing.

To illustrate what I mean by senti- 


ment, I was looking over the names of 
some players that the Giants had a 
chance to get in the draft a few years 
ago. 
I knew nothing about any of 


them. 
But I saw that one of them 


•was with Cedar Rapids. 
"That's the fellow I'll take," I said 


to the secretary of the club, "and I'm 
taking him simply because he comes 
from Cedar Rapids.

We Owe England. 


It Is not Anglophilism to admit that 


spiritual debt to England which Lloyd 
George described in a religious gath- 
ering: in London. He extolled George 
Whitefield as the greatest popular 
orator of the English race; and Phila- 
delphia has reason to be thankful to 
that famous preacher whose Impress 
on this place has 
been enduring. 


George Whitfleld so stirred Benjamin 
Franklin, as the latter has narrated 
in his autobiography, that he put all 
he had in his pockets into the collec- 
tion plate, tho he had come to the ser- 
mon determined not to be so moved. 
It was Whitefield, who, standing at 
the foot of High (now Market) street, 
preached so mightily that his voice 
was heard across the Delaware. He 
filled 
an unfinished 
tabernacle In 


which the crowd sat or stood Bhiver- 
Ing in the snow, unwilling to lose a 
syllable of his message. He founded 
the Second Presbyterian church of 
this city. The noble statue of Mm by 
R. Tait McKenzie which adorns an 
inner quadrangle of the University of 
Pennsylvania 
dormitories 
testifies 


mutely to Ms band and voice In the 
effort toward the immense educa- 
tional development that we behold to- 
tay. 


Lloyd George believes that 
the 


leaven of Whitefleld's fiery spirit has 
not yet lost its potency. He has a 
vision of WMtefield and Wesley to- 
gether leading America thru the por- 
tal of the league of nations. There 
was nothing that WMtefield In life 
more eagerly sought than the brother* 
hood of mankind in the fatherhood of 
God. His industry was appalling. The 
distances he traveled, in view of the 
meager facilities, were prodigious. He 
made seven visits to America, and 
died in Massachusetts in 1770. Not to 
remember what he did for us In a day 
of small things would be to declare 
ourselves Ingrates to a 
benefactor 


•whose example after these many 
years is still luminous to our own 
time.—Philadelphia Ledger.

On* of the bills introduced In the senate proposes 


to cut the salaries of judges and executive officials 
and contains a proviso that if any judge finds the bill 
unconstitutional, the governor shall call the lesislatuie 
together to investigate the motives of the judges and 
the reasons for such a decision. If the governor doesn't 
act then the lawmakers shall meet and do something 
about it 
Yet they say there isn't anj thing new under 


the sun 
The reasons for a decision are usually given 


In the decision, but how ths legislators are going to 
accurately ascertain the motives of the judge is what 
•we would call one big job 
The bill, however, should 


be amended. Suppose the law Is actually unconstitu- 
tional, should the judge say so and run the risk of a 
legislative Investigation ? 


That bill Is worth more than one paragraph. It In- 


trigues our interest 
Apparently it is written around 


the Idea that no judge would be able to rise above the 
sordid level of thought fixed by his salary; that if a 
right decision would mean a cut in his salary he would 
write a wrong decision. Therefore, to get him to do 
the right thing, there must be held over him the threat 
of a special legislative session, however dire that may 
be regarded. We are still lacking a few qualifications 
as a constitutional lawyer, but we note that in the 
fundamental law it is provided that no legislature can 
Inciease or diminish the salary of an occupant of an of- 
fice Ought not this fact mitigate the rigors of sena- 
torial suspicion of the judge who is to be called on to 
decide? 


Office holders are demanding to know why the legis- 


lature starts to pick on them in the matter of salanes. 
They say that outside of a few of the higher offices 
that were notoriously underpaid for years the increase 
In the salaries of public officers has not kept pace with 
the increase in the cost of living, and that while the 
latter showed a disposition to come down and be so- 
ciable a jear ago it ib beginning to be uppish again. 
Sixty per cent represents the increase In cost of liv- 
ing at the present time over 1913, and anybody who 
Isn't drawing a salary 60 per cent more than he did in 
1913 is a loser by reason of changed conditions. 
If 


the legislature cuts their salaries they will probably in- 
sist that the governor go out and chase the profiteer?. 


Speaking of the cost of maintaining public offices, 


it Is worth noting that a good many men of souna 
judgment believe that more useless duplications are to 
be found in the courthouses of the state than in the 
Btatehouse 
They say that Governor Bryan is on the 


tight track when he suggests legislation providing for 
the consolidation of county offices 
As it is now most 


officers have a deputy where in many cases he needs 
only help at rush times. At other times he attends to his 
private business or acts as a member of the courthoase 
reception committee to visiting taxpayers, in quite a 
number of counties Judiciously carried out consolida 
tlons, it is argued, would cut the salary roll matenally. 
Most of the members are from the smaller counties. 
and they ought to be able to say if this is an accurate 
picture of things at home.
